Y that Account (wherein'no,Miſtake that might-leſſen the Value is to 
be preſumed) allowing for Jointures, Mortgages,. and the Intereſt of 
other Incumbrances there mentioned ; the clear preſent yearly Value 
of the whole Eſtate petition'd for, is but 24231. oo05s. ood. 


Since this Rent-Roll] has been made, ſeveral Incumbrances on that Eſtate not 
there mentioned, have been allowed by the Truſtees, amounting ar leaſt to 
Eight Thouſand Pounds, the Intereſt whereof is to be deduQted out of the as 
bove-mentioned clear yearly Rent: So that there remains now of clear yearly 


aratont wt — 
This, allowing the Truſtees Account, is the preſent Value of that Forfeited 
Eſtate : And fince this Honourable Houſe, on the particular Circumſtances 
of the Settlement on Lord Gallway, ſeems to be of opinion that his Eſtate is 
forfeited only during Lord Bophiz's Life ; all the Increaſe this page yearly 
Value can ever have, is the Remainder Lord Bophir has for Life on that part 
of the Eſtate, which is, in Jointure to the Counteſs Dowager of Clanricard, 
and that js of little or no value to the Publick, for 'tis only a Forfeiture for Lord 
Bophin's Life, in caſe he happens to ſurvive the ſaid Co inteſs Dowager, who 
is younger, healthier, and more likely to live than Lord Bophin, That part of 
the Eſtate of Clarricard, which the preſent Earl of that Name enjoys, ' cannot 
be reckoned on as of any Value to the Publick, tor that Earl is no forfeiting 
Perſon, he has that part of the Eſtate to him and his Sons ſucceſſively ; and it 
he has Iſſue-Male, as in all appearance he may (for he had lately a Daughter 

+ born) his Eſtate will never become forfeited, and ſhould it, *tis only for Lord 
Bophir's Life, in caſe he happens to ſurvive the ſaid Earl, This is the utmoſt 
Value and Computation the ſevereſt Accomptant can make of that great For- 
feiture ſo much talked of, and that only for Lord Bophix's Life; and with 
humble Submiſſion it ought to be no Forteiture at all, conſidering the Right 
Lord Bophin had to be reſtored by the Articles of Galway. 


And it is humbly offered, that the extreme yearly Value of the ſaid Eſtate, 
as mentioned in the Truſtees ſaid Rent-Roll, without regard to Jointures, 
Incumbrances, or to what they themſelves haveſet it for, is very extraordinary ; 
for William late Earl of Clanricard, who had the whole Eſtate in poſſeſſion, _ 
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did ſet it to the full, never made of the whole Eaſtate much above half what 

that part that is forfeited is now by that extreme Computation valued at, as

"Tis' therefore moſt humbly heped, That the Honourable the 

Houſe of Commpns, who ſeem willing to relieve this unfor- 
tunate Family, and. have ſhewed Mercy and Compaſſion to o- 
thersunder the like enhappy Circumftanees, will have that Regard 
and Compaſſion. for Lord Bophin and his Children, as not to burden 
their Eſtate fo far, but that they may have hopes of living ſutable 
to-their Quality, and of being hereafter ſerviceable to England; and 
this the rather, that the very Tie that is to be upon them of lealing 
the ſaid Eſtate to none but Proteſtants, will reduce the Value there- 
of to half what it might be fet for were the beſt Bidders to be Te- 
ants, . it being very! ifhicult: ta find Proteſtant Tenants where that 
Eſtate lies, the Yeomanry being all Roman Catholicks ; and cis 
reaſonably feared, if that Tie and InjunCtion be not qualified, thar 
the moſt part of the Eſtate muſt lie waſte, or be ſet for little or no- 
thing ; for the Proteſtants in that part of the Countrey havealready 
Farms enough, and to be ſure will take no new ones, it they have 
them not at their own Rates. 
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
